One year after the new council 
was sworn in, amid trepidation 
over its newly reduced size, 
two veteran cormcillors say the 
slim-down seems to be working 
pretty well. 

“I think the proof is in the 
pudding,” said Conn. Tim Out- 
hit, who represents Bedford. 
“This is a smaller, more co¬ 
hesive, more productive, more 
professional council.” 

The Utihty and Review 
Board cut the number of coun¬ 
cillors from 23 to 16 in response 
to public demand for a “signifi¬ 
cant” reduction in the number 
of seats. 

Although the move was ex¬ 


pected to save about $500,000, 
critics said the move was anti¬ 
democratic and would result in 
an unmanageable workload for 
coimcillors. 

Conn. Linda Mosher (Arm- 
dale-Peninsula West) agreed the 
first year with a new council 
has been “positive” in terms 
of council meetings — but said 
she feels she’s unable to repre¬ 
sent constituents as effectively 
as before the change. 

“It has been frustrating to 
tiy to do what I used to be able 
to do before,” she said. “We’ve 
got seven less people to sit on 
the same number of boards and 
commissions and the standing 
committees.”

Repeat sex 
offender being 
released to 
halfway house 

Halifax police are warning 
t±ie public about a high-risk 
sex offender with a history 
of repeat offences who is 
moving to HRM. 

Douglas Gladstone 
Burden, 52, was released 
from a federal penitentiaiy 
on Tuesday after serving 
20 years of a 21-year prison 
sentence. 

Burden was convicted 
in 1992 of several offences, 
including administering a 
noxious substance, unlaw¬ 
ful confinement and several 
sexual assaults. 

Most of the offences 
took place in Ontario, but 
Burden is being released to 
a local halfway house. 

“So he will be supervised 
by Correctional Services, 
but he will not be as super¬ 
vised as he was when he 
was in the correctional cen¬ 
tre,” said Halifax Regional 
Police spokesperson Const. 
Pierre Bourdages Tuesday. 

Burden is described as 
five-foot-11,164 poimds 
with brown hair and blue 
eyes. 

Bourdages said pohce 
made the decision to 
alert the pubhc because 
of Burden’s pattern of re¬ 
offending. 

“He was released before 
and eveiy time his parole 
was revoked because he re¬ 
offended,” said Bourdages. 

Bourdages said vigilante 
activity towards Burden 
won’t be tolerated, but 
pohce felt they had an obh- 
gation to warn the pubhc 
about his release.

Race had religious 
delusions: Expert 


Court. Crown, defence 
agree Dartmouth 
man not criminally 
response for murders 


A mentally ill man who has 
admitted to murdering two 
Hahfax men in 2007 beheved 
he was a godhke figure on a 
mission to cleanse the world of 
sinners, a forensic psychiatrist 
told a court hearing Tuesday. 

Glen Race, 32, pleaded 
guilty in September to first- 
degree murder in the death of 
Trevor Brewster and second- 
degree murder in Paul Mi¬ 


chael Knott’s death. However, 
Race’s lawyer has filed an ap¬ 
plication to have his chent de¬ 
clared not criminally respon¬ 
sible on the grounds he was 
too mentally ill to appreciate 
that what he was doing was 
morally wrong. 

Dr. Lisa Ramshaw told a 
hearing in the Supreme Court 
of Nova Scotia that Race was 
motivated to kill by grandiose 
rehgious delusions and para¬ 
noia brought on by schizophre¬ 
nia, a chronic mental illness. 

“Mr. Race was unable to ac¬ 
cess the moral wrongfulness 
at the time due to the extent 
of his psychosis, which was 
driving his behaviour,” Ram¬ 


shaw said in a report submit¬ 
ted to the court. “A defence of 
not criminally responsible on 
account of a mental disorder 
is therefore supported.” 

Crovm and defence law¬ 
yers agree that Race should 
be declared not criminally 
responsible, largely based on 
reports from three psychiat¬ 
ric experts, including Ram¬ 
shaw, who have all come to 
the same conclusion. But it 
is up to Judge Kevin Coady to 
decide whether such a finding 
has legal merit. 

Outside court. Crown at¬ 
torney Paul Carver said the 
hearing is aimed at showing 
the pubhc how someone who 


appears to be mentally stable 
and organized on the surface 
can in fact be motivated by 
delusions that impair their 
moral compass. 

Ramshaw said she based 
her conclusion on a review 
of Race’s extensive medical 
records, dating back to 2001, 
and 10 hours of interviews she 
conducted with Race in 2011. 

Ramshaw said she learn¬ 
ed of how Race’s delusions 
prompted years of bizarre be¬ 
haviour. Among other things, 
she found Race had refused to 
take a bath for an entire year, 
believed he was telepathic and 
could talk to trees and spirits.

Suspicious death probed 


Hahfax Regional Pohce re¬ 
mained on the scene late Tues¬ 
day of a suspicious death in 
Dartmouth. 

Pohce were cahed to an 
apartment on Brookdale Cres¬ 
cent at 12:43 p.m. after a man 
beheved to be in his 50s was 
found dead. Spokesman Const. 
Pierre Bourdages said on Tues¬ 
day afternoon they were in the 
early stages of their investiga¬ 


tion and that the man’s body 
was found fohowing what he 
referred to as a “well-being 
check.” 

“In this case, we are waiting 
for the arrival of the medical 
examiner’s office,” Bourdages 
said. “We are treating the death 
as suspicious with the informa¬ 
tion we have.” 

He said no one else was in¬ 
side the apartment when the 


man’s body was found, and 
there have been no arrests. 

Officers were to remain on 
scene imtil pohce could deter- 
nhne a cause of death. Bourd¬ 
ages said he didn’t expect that 
to be completed until some¬ 
time on Wednesday. 

Pohce hadn’t been able to 
identify the victim as of late 
Tuesday afternoon.

Haligonians take part in 
global demonstration

Dozens of people wearing Guy 
Fawkes masks walked the 
streets of downtown Halifax on 
Tuesday to shed light on issues 
like bullying, corruption, ani¬ 
mal rights and sexual violence. 

The event was part of a 
worldwide Million Mask March 
of Anonymous members that 
coincided with Guy Fawkes Day 
on Nov. 5, with local members 
waving banners and canying 
signs along the route from 
Province House to Victoria Park 
on Spring Garden Road. 

“The message is ... seeking 
justice for victims who weren’t 
able to find it themselves and 
my daughter is a perfect ex¬ 
ample of that,” said Rehtaeh 
Parsons’s father Glen Ganning 


before the march. 

Rehtaeh, 17, took her ovm 
life in April after nearly two 
years of bullying following an 
alleged rape at a party when 
she was 15. 

Ganning said the online 
group helped spark attention 
around Parsons’s case and con¬ 
tinue to offer moral support for 
Ganning and Rehtaeh’s moth¬ 
er, Leah Parsons. 

“These are the people who 
are speaking up and ... bring¬ 
ing (out) things hidden and 
shining a light on them,” Gan¬ 
ning said. 

Since 2004, Anonymous has 
gathered attention through 
cyber-attacks on government, 
rehgious groups like the West- 
boro Baptist Ghurch, and cor¬ 
porate websites. 

A woman who identified 
herself as Nova Scotlyn spoke 
before the march about the 
importance of calling attention 
to cyberbullying, and how Par¬ 
sons’s death got her involved 
with social justice.

Drastic scheduling changes 
announced on Tuesday by 
Rogers Media Inc. mean job 
losses for Halifax’s only news 
radio station, including the 
end of Maritime Morning with 
Jordi Morgan. 

Morgan has hosted the 
morning talk show — which 
aired weekdays between 8:30 
a.m. and noon — for the past 
three years. 

Tuesday’s updated sched¬ 
ule shows Maritime Morning 
has been replaced with the 
Rick Howe Show. 

In a press release, Rogers, 


News 95.7’s parent company, 
introduced the changes by an¬ 
nouncing it was partnering 
with Sportsnet 590 to intro¬ 
duce more sports program¬ 
ming. 

“The changes to our sched¬ 
ule allow us to engage with 
audiences through a broader 
range of topics that matter, 
locally, nationally, and inter¬ 
nationally,” said regional 
manager Danny Kingsbuiy in 
the release. 

“And partnering with a 
strong all-sports brand like 
Sportsnet to bring the coun-

try’s leading sports radio 
shows is sure to bring new 
energy to the Hafifax market.”

Feed Nova Scotia’s executive 
director said although a drop in 
food bank numbers this year is 
“good news,” improvements in 
financial supports for famihes 
are necessaiy for the trend to 
continue. 

Food Banks Canada released 
their annual HungerCount 
findings Tuesday, showing the 
number of Nova Scotians rely¬ 
ing on food banks in March 
2013 went down by almost 
eight per cent compared to 
2012, with 21,760 individuals 
visiting a centre at least once. 

“If it stays this way, it’s ex¬ 
tremely good news,” said Feed 
Nova Scotia’s Dianne Swine- 
mar. “One’s veiy hopeful that

... there will be improvement 
in the economy, improvement 
in programs that will signifi¬ 
cantly support the families who 
have been trapped in that pov¬ 
erty.” 

Swinemar said the report 
has used March to measure 
the average food bank use 
across the coimtiy since the 
mid-1990s, because the month 
doesn’t have large holidays like 
Easter or Christmas that could 
skew the data. 

HRM’s numbers also went 
down, with 8,555 people using 
a food bank this March com¬ 
pared to 9,322 in 2012. 

Overall, Swinemar said near¬ 
ly 37,000 Nova Scotians used a 
food bank last year, mostly on 
a short-term basis, with 55 per 
cent of people assisted between 


one and six times. 

However, Swinemar said 
“staggering” numbers from 
Cape Breton show 81 per cent 
of residents that use tire food 
bank there are on income as¬ 
sistance, showing a lack of 
sufficient funds within the pro¬ 
gram. 

The report also found 78 per 
cent of all food banks across 
Canada provide programs like 
commimal kitchens, employ¬ 
ment help or skills training to 
address why people are coming 
to food banks in the first place. 

“You realize there are other 
things you can do besides pass 
out groceries,” Swinemar said, 
citing local examples like St. 
Paul’s United Church’s com¬ 
munity garden, canning pro¬ 
grams and budgeting classes.

Diane Swinemar of Feed 
Nova Scotia said she has 
“big hopes” for Stephen 
McNeil’s new Liberal gov¬ 
ernment when it comes to 
poverty reduction. 

After a press confer¬ 
ence Tuesday, Swinemar 
said she’d like to see 
McNeil bring back the 
private member’s bill he 
introduced in 2007 that 
led to the formation of a 
Poverty Reduction Work¬ 
ing Group before getting 
“scrapped.” 

“I’m really hopeful 
about that,” Swinemar 
said. “Not just look at 
the poverty reduction 
strategy, but implement 
(one) that will make a real 
difference.” 

Swinemar said Feed 
Nova Scotia has “started 
communication” with 
McNeil’s office to work 
together around poverty. 

“It’s everybody’s con¬ 
cern,” she said.

U.S. chuckles 
at the drama 

Rob Ford’s shocking admis¬ 
sion clashes wit±i the image 
many foreigners have of 
Canada, a pohtical expert 
said Tuesday as the news 
took the world media by 
storm. 

“It either breaks the 
narrative of the uptight 
Canadians or it plays to 
another narrative they have 
of the veiy liberal Can¬ 
adians,” said Peter Graefe, a 
pohtical-science professor at 
McMaster University. 

Within moments of the 
confession, it was splashed 
across major news websites 
abroad, including CNN and 
the BBC. Several U.S. net¬ 
works carried the mayor’s 
second news conference 
hve. 

The scandal has been a 
particular favourite with 
U.S. media, with some com¬ 
paring the Ford affair to the 
case of former Washington, 
D.C., mayor Marion Bany, 
who was busted smoking 
crack cocaine by an FBI 
sting in 1990. 

Ford has also been a re¬ 
curring target for late-night 
talk shows. Even serious 
news outlets have taken 
a more lighthearted tone, 
something Graefe attributes 
to distance. 

“It’s not news when 
it’s in other cities.... It’s 
comedy.” 

A story posted on the 
Washington Post’s website 
highlighted the vastly differ¬ 
ent reactions stirred by the 
Ford and Barry scandals.

Confession. Councillors 
trying to strip Toronto 
mayor of powers as he 
refuses to leave office 


The mayor of Canada’s largest 
city vowed to remain in of¬ 
fice Tuesday despite revealing 
he had smoked crack cocaine 
while in a “drunken stupor” 
— an admission that reversed 
months of firm denials. 

“Yes! I’ve smoked crack co¬ 
caine!” said Mayor Rob Ford. 
“Am 1 an addict? No. Have 1 
tried it? Probably in one of my 


drunken stupors.” 

The mayor of Toronto said 
he tried the drug about a year 
ago, while he was in office. 

Ford has been under in¬ 
tense scrutiny since May, when 
two media outlets reported 
on a video they said appeared 
to show the mayor smoking 
crack. Ford had defiantly de¬ 
nied he used the drug and sug¬ 
gested the video did not exist. 

Hours after his surprise 
statement, a visibly troubled 
Ford made an emotional apol¬ 
ogy for his “mistakes” but said 
he had no plans to step aside. 

“1 was elected to do a job 
and that’s exactly what I’m go¬ 


ing to continue doing,” he said. 
“To the residents of Toronto, 1 
know 1 have let you down. And 
1 can’t do anything else but 
apologize.” 

Ford said he kept his drug 
use from his family, staff and 
colleagues because he was “em¬ 
barrassed and ashamed.” 

Ford again called for the 
video to be released so eveiy- 
one could judge its contents. 

“1 don’t even recall there be¬ 
ing a tape or a video.... So 1 want 
to see the state that 1 was in.” 

Ford’s backtracking had 
many shaking their heads, but 
the mayor insisted he had been 
truthful. 


“1 wasn’t lying,” he told 
reporters. “You didn’t ask the 
correct questions. No, I’m not 
an addict and, no, 1 do not do 
drugs.” 

Nonetheless, at city haU 
some who worked with Ford 
said his latest admission was 
a clear sign that he needed to 
step back and get help. 

A member of Ford’s execu¬ 
tive committee said some coun¬ 
cillors were bringing a motion 
against the mayor that could 
strip him of some of his pow¬ 
ers. Municipal law makes no 
provision for his forced remov¬ 
al unless he’s jailed for a crim¬ 
inal offence, the Canadian press

It’s hammer time at the 
movies this weekend. 

Thor: The Dark World 
opens in theatres, bringing 
with it Chris Hemsworth as 
the sledgehammer wield¬ 
ing superhero with 
his rippling muscles, 
crazy mythology and 
Dark Elves. 

The Marvel comic 
series borrowed the 
character from Norse 
mythology, co-opting 
the God Of Thunder’s 
most famous weapon, 
the Mjolnir. In myth 
the name translates 
to “that which 
smashes,” and refers 
to his hammer, 
a fearsome club 
capable of levelling 
mountains, causing 
lightning flashes and 
boomeranging back 
when he throws it. 

“The power within 


Mjolnir,” he says, “doth 
rage like the winter storms 
bursting upon the shore in 
furious assault!” 

According to Nordic 
legend the mallet was

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The lost link to golf heaven 



Bermuda. Island’s 
plethora of renowned 
courses attract players 
from around the world 



Bermuda is renowned for its 
pink sand beaches, turquoise 
waters and refined atmos¬ 
phere. Just as unforgettable 
are Mid Ocean, Port Royal 
and the other golf courses on 
an island of almost celestial 
beauty. 

“You go to heaven if you 
want to,” Mark Twain fam¬ 
ously said of Bermuda. “I’d 
rather stay here.” 

Founded in 1609 by sur¬ 
vivors of a British shipwreck, 
Bermuda has long enjoyed a 
reputation as one of the most 
beautiful places on Earth. Sail¬ 
boats and luxuiy yachts dot the 
harbour at Harnilton, the bust- 
hng capital, where colonial- 
style houses topped by stepped 
roofs to collect rainwater are 
painted in a palette of pastel 
colours. Oleander, frangipani, 
bougainvillea and hibiscus 
scent the warm breezes of the 
Gulf Stream. 

High season in Bermuda, lo¬ 
cated roughly 1,000 kilometres 
east of the North Carolina coast¬ 
line, nms from April through 
October. But many Canadians 
visit during the sub-tropical is¬ 
land’s more temperate winter 
months, when daytime highs 
average just below 20 C, room 
rates are reduced, and tee times 
at top courses are readily avail¬ 
able. 

Though just 54 square 
kilometres in size, Bermuda 
is remarkably rich in world- 
class golf courses. The sport 


has been a major tourist draw 
since the early 1920s, when 
Riddell’s Bay Golf and Coun- 
tiy Club opened on a narrow 
peninsula thrusting into the 
turquoise waters of the Great 
Sound. The tight fairways and 
small greens of architect Dev- 
ereux Emmet’s 5,713-yard 
layout offer ample challenge, 
especially when winds gust 
off the Atlantic. 

A few kilometres north 
of Riddell’s Bay is Mid Ocean 


Club, a superb Charles Blair 
Macdonald design that has 
symbolized Bermuda golf 
since opening shortly after 
the launch of Riddell’s Bay. 

Mid Ocean is where Ber¬ 
muda’s elite take their divots. 
BiUionaire Ross Perot and New 
York’s Michael Bloomberg 
own houses in the rolling hills 
overlooking the golf course. 
Another member, movie star 
Michael Douglas, became a lo¬ 
cal hero in the aftermath of 


hurricane Fabian in 2003 when 
he used his private jet to dehver 
chain saws and generators, 
then stayed for a week to help 
in the cleanup. 

Remodelled with good 
judgment by the great Robert 
Trent Jones Sr. in 1953, Mid 
Ocean offers risk-and-reward 
golf at its best as it winds 
6,520 yards through rolling 
inland countiyside before 
ending dramatically with a 
par four that skirts the bluffs 
overlooking the sea. 

At Mid Ocean’s daunting 
433-yard par-four fifth, where 
the fairway bends around 
a lake that is widest on the 
direct line to the green. Babe 
Ruth once put a dozen balls 
in the water before hitting a 
home run. 

Two other popular and chal¬ 
lenging layouts are Tucker’s 
Point Club, a hilly Roger 
Rulewich redesign that is the 
centrepiece of a posh resort 
community featuring Tucker’s 
Point Hotel and Spa; and Bel¬ 
mont Hills Golf Course, a re-

modelled 6,017-yard layout 
ofiering panoramic vistas of 
the Great Sound and Hamilton 
Harbour. Bermuda even boasts 
one of the world’s top-ranked 
par-three courses. Turtle HiU 
Golf Club, an 18-hole, 2,962- 
yard beauty on the grounds of 
Bermuda’s largest hotel, the 
towering pink 593-room Fair¬ 
mont Sou&ampton. 

But the buzz these days is 
about the rejuvenated Port 
Royal Golf Course, which eveiy 
October since 2009 has hosted 
the PGA Grand Slam of Golf, a 
made-for-TV exhibition featur¬ 
ing the winners of the year’s 
four major championships. 

Built in the 1960s by Trent 
Jones Sr. atop oceanside cliffs 
on the south shore, the govern¬ 
ment-owned course received 
a brilliant $15-million revamp 
several years ago by Rulewich, 
who worked with Jones during 
the original construction. 

Especially unforgettable is 
Port Royal’s signature 16th, a 
staggeringly gorgeous wind¬ 
blown par three clinging to 
a cliff high above Whale Bay 
that stretches to a heroic 
length of 235 yards from the 
back tee. 

Twain had it right. With 
golf holes like that, heaven 
can wait.

The social media world has 
become more expansive, 
and more a part of our every¬ 
day routine, so it should be 
no wonder that it has seeped 
into our working life as well.

In an attempt to quell 
the upset caused by his 
tweet, Monette subsequent¬ 
ly tweeted: “My tweet last 
night was not meant to be 


Employment-related misconduct 


What has emerged from 
recent cases is that employ¬ 
ers can take the position 
that an employee’s off-site 
and off-duty conduct online 
will constitute employment- 
related misconduct if: 


• The employee's conduct 
harms the employer's 
reputation. 


• The employee's conduct 
makes the employee un¬ 
able to perform his/her 
duties satisfactorily. 


• The employee's conduct 
leads to refusal, reluc¬ 
tance or inability of the 
other employees to work 
with him/her (think 
blogs/posts criticizing 


coworkers!). 


• The employee's conduct 
makes it difficult for the 
employer to properly 
carry out its function of 
managing its business 
and efficiently directing 
its workforce.

The OHL was not satisfied 
with Monette’s blanket apol¬ 
ogy, and suspended him for 
the rest of the season and 
playoffs. 

Mr. Big & Tall Menswear 

Following the death of 
Amanda Todd, a 15-year-old 
British Columbia teen who 
took her own life after years 
of bullying, a Facebook me¬ 
morial wall was created in 
her honour. Justin Hutch¬ 
ings of London, Ont., posted 
a profane comment to that 
memorial wall, which sug¬ 
gested that he was glad the 
teen had taken her life. 

Hutchings’ employer, Mr. 


Big & Tall Menswear was 
readily identifiable on his 
Facebook account. Upon 
learning of the posting, the 
company immediately ter¬ 
minated Hutchings’ employ¬ 
ment. Kamy Scarlett, sen¬ 
ior vice-president of store 
operations and corporate 
HR with the employer, com¬ 
mented that the termination 
was based on their “zero tol¬ 
erance for the mistreatment 
of others no matter what 
form it takes.” 

Kent Police 

Just outside of another city 
of London (this time in Eng¬ 
land), a teen named Paris 
Brown, who had recently 
been appointed the first 
youth police and crime com¬ 
missioner for Kent, faced 
similar outrage when her 



tweets were published in 
the local newspaper. 

In that regard. Brown’s 
tweets bragged about her 
drinking and drug use, 
criticized the local pizzeria 
employees for not speaking 
“proper English” and includ¬ 
ed various racist and homo- 
phobic comments. 

While members of the 
British Parliament called for 
Brown’s resignation. Brown 
defended herself by stating 
that the tweets were taken 
out of context and that she 
was “wildly exaggerating” 
on Twitter. 

Despite Kent Police and 
Crime Commissioner Ann 
Barnes’ supportive state¬ 
ment that Brown’s tweets 
were not unlike the posts 
of many other teenagers on 
social media. Brown ultim¬ 
ately resigned. 

These recent examples 
seem to contradict the con¬ 
ventional wisdom that what 
employees do on their own 
time is their own business. 

Regardless of whether or 
not an employee’s online 
comments/conduct rises to 
the level of “just cause” for 
termination without notice 
and severance, it remains 
an employer’s prerogative 
to proceed with a “not for 
cause” dismissal, and pro¬ 
vide appropriate termina¬ 
tion arrangements. 

In other words, an ill-ad¬ 
vised social media post may 
cost you your job regardless 
of whether or not it repre¬ 
sents “just cause.”

As light-duty pickup trucks 
go, the upgraded-for-2013 
Chrysler-built Ram (nee 
Dodge) is among the best 
in the business. It has to be 
to keep pace with the Ford 
F-150, General Motors’ re¬ 
cently renewed Chevrolet 
Silverado and GMC Sierra, 
plus maintain its consider¬ 
able lead over the Toyota 
Tundra and Nissan Titan. 

For 2014, ah three domes¬ 
tic pickups offer relatively 
stout base V6 engines — 
around the 300-horsepower 
mark — and impressive lev¬ 
els of fuel conservation. How¬ 
ever Ram has taken what 
for many is the next logical 
step by adding a turbo-diesel 
(EcoDiesel in Ram-speak) to 
its V6 and V8 lineup. 

Although a mainstay of 
the Ram’s tougher HD mod¬ 
els, there has been no turbo¬ 
diesel in the lighter 1500-ser¬ 
ies pickups. But the new 
EcoDiesel’s timing is ideal 
since Nissan has a diesel 
in the works for the next- 
generation Titan pickup and 
GM is reportedly developing 
its own version for the Si¬ 
erra/Silverado. As Chrysler 
proved years ago with the 
1984 minivan launch, the 
first one over the wall risks 
getting bloodied, but also 
stands to gain a significant 


advantage over those who 
follow. 

For the 1500-series ap¬ 
plication, Ram is using the 
same 3.0-htre turbo-diesel 
V6 that’s optional in the Jeep 
Grand Cherokee. The engine, 
which originates from a com¬ 
pany in Italy that’s now 100 
per cent Chrysler-Fiat-owned 
since former partner GM sold 
its share, produces 240 horse¬ 
power and 420 pound-feet of 
torque. The engine connects 
to an eight-speed automatic 
transmission, as does the 
3.6 gas engine, while the V8 
comes with a six-speed that 
can be swapped for the eight- 
speed. 

The Ram EcoDiesel can 
tow up to 7,200 pounds 
(3,270 kilograms), which is 
about the same as the 3.6 V6. 
The diesel can be added to 
nearly ah of the Ram 1500’s 
trim levels, cab configura¬ 
tions and rear- and four- 
wheel drivelines, from the 
near-base ST Quad Cab to the 
loaded-up Laramie Limited 
Crew Cab. 

Only the base ST regular 
cab is omitted from the list. 
Of course there’s nothing 
particularly “Eco” about the 
Ram 1500 EcoDiesel, or any 
other 2,700-kilogram brute 
that burns fossil fuel, but at 
least the EcoDiesel is cleaner 
than diesels of old. 

As is the case with other 
automakers’ diesels, the 
Ram’s exhaust is treated 
with a urea-based solution 
that chemically neutralizes 
the nasty stuff before exiting 
the tailpipe. That makes the 
engine clean enough to pass 
muster throughout every 
jurisdiction in North Amer-

For serious truckers it’s 
torque that matters most 
and the EcoDiesel handily 
beats Ram’s base 3.6-htre 
V6 with its 269-pound- 
feet and the optional 
5.7-htre V8’s 410 pound- 
feet. While the V8’s peak 
torque is close, it comes 
much higher in the rev 
range than the diesel’s. 


Fuel economy 


As for fuel economy, Chiysler 
isn’t spilling the precise 
beans just yet, but based on 
the numbers earned by the 
Grand Cherokee, somewhere 
in the vicinity of 10.01/100 
km in the city and 7.5 on the 
highway seems plausible. 
That would be an improve¬ 
ment compared to the base 
V6’s 11.4/7.8 and the V8’s 
14.1/9.3 ofiBcial numbers. 



ica, but it also means that 
the urea solution tank will 
require replenishment every 
16,000 kilometres or so. 

Fitting the turbo-diesel 
option to your Ram won’t 
be cheap. Expect $3,000 
over and above the price of a 
5.7-htre V8, and about $5,000 
more than the base V6. That 
would peg the entry fee in 
the $33,500 range, including 


destination charges. 

There might not be much 
payback over the short haul, 
other than sheer torque, but 
Chrysler figures about 15 
to 20 per cent of Ram cus¬ 
tomers — likely those who 
plan on racking up plenty 
of kilometres over many 
years — will find taking the 
EcoDiesel route too tempting 
to pass up.

Fall cleanup generally refers 
to raking leaves. If you could 
only find the rake. And your 
work gloves. Wow, what hap¬ 
pened to the garage? 

In one corner, an assort¬ 
ment of crap that Peter 
Walsh simply calls the 
“are-you-kidding-me?” pile. 
Across the way, there’s a 
dateless stack of seasonal 
“stuff” apparently meant to 
celebrate the spirit of Christ¬ 
mas. 

Walsh, the famous Clut¬ 
ter Buster from the Oprah 
Winfrey Show, is trying to 
develop a cleanup plan as he 
scans this jumbled mess that 
includes everything from pet 
carriers and sports equip¬ 
ment to 1970s music posters 
and cans of engine oil that 
may be older. 

Sound familiar? 

Without detection, your 
garage has again trans¬ 
formed from an organized 
storage space into a purga¬ 
tory for items that fit no¬ 
where else. A walk-in junk 
drawer, if you will. “Gar¬ 
ages are the elephant burial 
ground of the 21st century,” 
Walsh said in an article post¬ 
ed on Oprah.com. “Stuff goes 
in. Stuff never comes out.” 

So what’s the best ap¬ 
proach to sorting and clean¬ 
ing garage clutter without 
going missing while you’re 
on the job site? 

Walsh offers a simple and 
inexpensive three-step plan 
to help reclaim and organize 
your estranged garage space. 

Step i: Take full inventory 
and spare no prisoners. 

Any garage makeover must 
start with what Walsh calls 
“clutter-cide,” a test of sep¬ 
aration anxiety that forces 
folks to let go of things “1 
might need someday.” 

Every item goes in one 
of four piles: keep; sell; 
donate; or dumpster. The 
memories in the mess often 
make this step difficult to 
get through, but keeping 
the sentiment out of the 
cleanup makes the garage a 
happier place. 

A good rule of thumb is if 
you haven’t needed some¬ 
thing in the last year, you 
won’t need it in the next 
decade. 

Step 2: Mark your turf. 


Obviously, adequate parking 
space is the top priority in 
most garages. But holiday 
decorations, gardening 
tools and sports gear are 
also storage staples. To keep 
common items best organ¬ 
ized, Walsh stressed that 
using tape or paint to divide 
the garage into specific stor¬ 
age “zones” makes certain 
that Santa isn’t sharing his 
space with a common lawn 
gnome. 

“When everything has a 
designated area,” Walsh said, 
“you always know where it 


belongs, which helps set lim¬ 
its on volume.” 

Specific storage zones will 
also help everyone know 
visually what goes where, 
and increase the odds the 
baseball bat gets returned to 
sporting goods and not put 
into auto parts. Pegboard is 
another cheap and easy way 
to hang tools and keep your 
garage organized when the 
toolbox becomes too stuffed 
to latch. 

Step 3: Store with purpose. 

This is the part of the pro¬ 


cess where inventory clear¬ 
ance and space management 
show desired results. Storing 
boxes vertically maximizes 
garage space and keeps 
property best organized. 

And Walsh stresses that 
plastic bins are the only way 
to store because they can 
be stacked, they are sturdy 
and they come in different 
colours and sizes for easy 
inventory recognition. Being 
liquid proof also has its ad¬ 
vantages in a garage setting. 
All bins should be colour- 
coded by contents (perhaps 


red for holiday), labelled 
and stacked where the most 
frequently used items are 
the most accessible. In a 
perfect garage, shelves are 
used for storage and noth¬ 
ing is kept on the floor, 
allowing for easy cleaning. 
But different budgets bring 
less-than-perfect options. If 
money is no object, garage 
makeover companies are 
popping up all over the 
Internet and elsewhere. But 
for the more frugal, the fol¬ 
lowing is a short list of four 
more do-it-yourself tips that

go a long way. 

Rent a dumpster 

Anyone who has ever gutted 
a garage underestimates 
how much “trash” is ac¬ 
tually in there. An Internet 
search for “dumpster rental” 
will give a comparison of 
local prices, and for about 
the cost of dinner for four 
out on the town, a company 
will deliver and pick up a 
dumpster that will pay for 
itself in convenience and 
time saved. 

Plastic preferred 

Walsh warns that rodents 
love to chew wire coatings 
in cars and homes, and plas¬ 
tic storage bins with locking 
lids help to keep them out. 
Cardboard boxes, unprotect¬ 
ed paper and loose fabrics 
provide a “mice” place for 
these pests to thrive and 
multiply. 

Chemical care 

The temptation during gar¬ 
age cleanup is to stuff all 
of those unwanted chem¬ 
icals and paint cans into a 
garbage bag and send them 
off to a landfill near you. 
That’s obviously a bad idea 
given the contaminants 
these products put into the 
soil and groundwater. The 
site eartti911.com offers a 
recycling directory for safe 
and nearby disposal of these 
toxic materials. 

Magnetic personality 

Magnetic knife holders 
sold at any kitchen supply 
store can be easily mounted 
to any wall or pegboard 
and will extend the life 
of paintbrushes by keep¬ 
ing the bristles clean and 
damage free during drying 
and storage. Other metal 
tools and utensils can also 
be conveniently hung and 
kept out of the way on these 
magnetic strips. But even 
the best intentions and or¬ 
ganization require ongoing 
maintenance when it comes 
to keeping your space clean. 
Because without some rou¬ 
tine attention, Santa and the 
lawn gnome would both tell 
you that nothing clutters 
up around the house faster 
than a garage.

To the list of vehicles con¬ 
structed over the years with 
wacky materials add the Dodge 
Can’avan, made entirely of ap¬ 
proximately 30,000 cans of 
food. 

Thirty volimteers built the 


van of can in about 10 hours at 
Toronto’s Dundas Square last 
week. It stood on display for a 
few days, then was disassem¬ 
bled and donated to the Daily 
Bread Food Bank. It’s likely half- 
eaten by now. 

The builders or “can-gen- 
eers” were local students, and 
members of Canstruction. The 
U.S.-based non-profit agency 
goes aroimd the world organiz¬ 
ing groups to create structures 
entirely out of canned goods, 
to help raise awareness of pov¬ 
erty and hunger issues, and to 
get math, science and technol¬ 
ogy students pumped up about 
their futures in engineering, 
and in community service. 


Chrysler thought it was a 
great way to help out, and to 
help celebrate the 30th anni¬ 
versary of the Chrysler mini- 
van, which debuted in 1983. 

And like any vehicle made 
out of a “non-traditional” car¬ 
building material, Can’avan 
is also a great subject for bad 
puns. Does Can’avan have any 
working doors? No, just a can 
opener. “Can” you actually 
drive it? No, you “can’t.” Plans 
for a production version have 
been “carmed.” Etcetera. 

Building vehicle sculptures 
out of odd materials is almost 
an art form of sorts. Let’s revisit 
a few famous ones... 


Chevrolet of Cheese 

Last year, when The American 
Dairy Association (ADA) spon¬ 
sored Terry Labonte’s NASCAR 
program, the ADA commis¬ 
sioned a full-scale “cheese” 
sculpture of Labonte’s Chev¬ 
rolet racer. Carved from 3,500 
pounds of yellow cheddar, it 
held the title of “The World’s 
Cheesiest Car,” which really 
cheesed off a Gouda-based 
competitor, who thought the 
Chevy was not nearly Gouda 
nough. 

Lamborghini of Gold 

German car model maker, Rob¬ 
ert Wilhelm Gulpen, carved a 
1:18 scale model Lamborghini 


Aventador out of solid gold. 
Containing 25 kg (55 poimds) 
of the precious metal and lots 
of gemstones, the model is 
estimated to be worth several 
million — lots more than a 
regular, full-scale $400,000-plus 
Aventador. I can’t afford either, 
but especially the gold one. 

Ferrari of Lego 

This creation is a full-scale 
model of Ferrari’s 2011 For¬ 
mula 1 racer. It took a team 
of 16 Lego experts six months 
to plan and assemble the 
hundreds of thousands of Lego 
bricks. The build time could 
have been cut down by a few 
weeks, but the team insisted 


on keeping to their mid- 
aftemoon schedule of naptime, 
story time, and snacks. 

Toyota of Ice 

Artists carved a full-scale 
Toyota Land Cruiser, complete 
with interior, out of solid ice 
for a Russian vdnter festival. It 
was super shck, but when you 
used the defroster the whole 
windshield disappeared. 

Bugatti of Cigarette Packs 

Engineering students in China 
used 10,280 cigarette packs 
and eight months to build a 
replicable of a Bugatti Veyron. 
No time or space for a pun. Got 
to butt out.
